RECOLLECTIONS OF NAPOLEON. 


On a paper, partially in the hand writing of 
Napoleon, SANTINE found the following ob- 
servations.-— 

‘A grand ambition is the sentiment of a. 
grand character. !ts endowments necessari- | 
ly lead either to very good or very bad deeds, | 
according as they are more or less under the | 
direction of honour. There is a resemblance | 
between the great in good and the great in| 
evil, so that it is not a sophism to say that the | 
soul of Cartouche ha! something ef the soul | 
of the great Conde. The Revolution produ- | 
ced various sorts of ambitious men; some, 
were ignoble and barbarous, others were esli- | 
mable and worthy of the bigh rank they took | 
in society. Talleyrand and Cambaicres were | 
ambitious compared with Lebon and Chau- | 
melle, as eagles compared with owls. 

Men of consumate stupidity, and a very. 
small number of wise men sufficiently rich to, 
be unwilling to risk any thing, were the only | 
persons who could possibly resist the impulse | 
of ambition, in the midst of the chances which | 
the Revolution offered. The rest of the sons | 
and caressed great hopes. I was of the num-.
